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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the applicant's arguments that the rejection was 
improperly made final, these arguments are not persuasive because the applicant amended claims 12 and added claims 16-21; Therefore, 
a new grounds of rejection was required to address the new claims. Regarding the claims (i.e. 1-15) previously presented, the arguments 
were addressed in paragraph 6 of the final action mailed 8/16/10 as the term "fast" is an extremely open ended and general term and open 
to interpretation. In this case, Czubatyj discloses (see, for example, claim 2 of Czubatyj) a material made of Te, Ge, Sb, and other mixtures 
which is extremely similar to the material disclosed in applicant's claim 1 1 , for example. Further, although the claims are interpreted in light 
of the specifiation, limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F. 2d 1 181, 26 USPQ 2d 1057. 
The Examiner does not agree with applicant's argument that the term "fast" is not simply an adjective as written in the applicant's claims; in 
the claims it appears a "fast growth material" is any material that "the resistor being switchable between at elast three different electrical 
resistance values by changing a corresponding portion of the layer of the phase change material from the first phase to the second phase".
